which was by nature his , made us though 
faith the children-of God , who when that fnll- 
neſle of time was come , was conceived by the 
power-of the holy Ghoſt, borne of the Virgin, 
Mary (according to the fleſh) and preached in 
@z:th the Goſpeli of Salvation , till at length by 
tyranny of the Prieſtes , hee was guiltleſly con- 
demned under Pontius Pilate , the Prefidenr 
, of Inry , and moſt ſlanderonſly hanged on the 
Croile betwecene two theeves , as a notorious 
treſpailer , where raking upon him the puniſh- 
ment of our finnes, hee delivered us fromthe 
cutſe of the law. 


And for as mgch as he being onely God, 
could nor feele death , neither being onely 
man , could overcome death , hee ioyned both: 
together : And ſuffered his humanitie ro be pu- 
niſhed with moſt cruell death , feeling in thm- 
ſelfe the anger and fevere indgement of God, 
even as hee had bene in extreame torments of 
hell , and therefore cryed witli a loud voyce, 
My God , my God', why haſt thou forſaken 
me ? Thus of his mercie , without compulſion, 
hee offered up hitnſelfe as the onely ſacrifice to 
purge the ſinnes.of all the world, fo thar all 
other ſacrifices forfinne , ate blaſphemons and 
derogate from the ſuffciencie hereof, which 
death , albeit it did ſufficiently reconcile -ns to 
God, yet the Scriptures commonly doe attri- 
bute our regeneration to his reſurretion:; For 
2s by riſing againe from the grave , the third day 
hee : ty be dearh, even fo the vidtorie of 
out faith ftandeth in his reſurre&ion : and there- 
fore without the one , wee cannot feele the 
benehites of the other. For as by his death 
finne wis taken away , ſo our tighteouſneſie 
was reftored by. his reſmre&ion. And: be- 
cauſe hee would accompliſh all things , and 
rake poſleſſion for us in his kingdome , he af- 
cended into heaven , to enlerge the ſame king- 
dome , by rhe abundint power of his ſpirit, 
by whom wee are moſt aflared of his continu- 
all interceſſion towards God the Father for us. 


_ And althongh hee be in heaven as touch- 
ing his corpor-ll prefence , where the Father 
bath now fet him at his right hand , commir - 
ring nnto hinr the adminiſtration of all things, 
2S well in heavenabove, as in earth beneath : 
yet is hee prefent with us his members-, even 
ro the end of the world, in preſerving and go- 
Verning us with his effe&uall power and grace z 
who when all things are fulfilled , which G O D 
hath ſpoken by the mouth of all his Prophets;

I beleeve therefore and confeſle one holy 
Church , which as members of Iefus Chritt, 
the onely head thereof, conſent in faith, hope, 
and charitie , uſing the gifts of God , whethcr 
_ be remporall. or ſpiritualt, ro the profit 
and furtherance of the fame , which Church is 
not ſeene ro mans eye , bur onely knowen to 
God , who of the loſt ſonnes of Adim, hath 
ordained ſome as veſlels of wrath to damn1- 
tion » and hath chaſcn others as veſle!s ofhis: 
mercy to be ſaved : the which in due time hee . 
calleth to integritie of life , and godly converſa- 
tion.,to make them a glorious Church in himſelf, 


But thav Church which is- viſible, and 
feene to the eye , hath three rokens and markes: 
whereby it may be knowen. Firſt, the word 
of G O Þ conteine in the olde and new- 
Teſtament , which as it is aboye the authori- 
tie of the ſame Church , and onely ſufficient 
ro infiruct ns-in all things concerning falva- 
tion : ſo it is: left for all degrees of men, to- 
reade and underſtand, For without this word, 
neither Church , Counſell, nor decree , can 
eftabliſh any.point touching ſalvation : The fe- 
cond 1s, the holy Sacraments-, ro wit , of Baps 
tiſme , and the Lords Supper , which Sacra- 
ments Chriſt hath left unto us , as holy ſignes 
and feales of Gods promiſes. For as by Bap- 
tiſne oncereceived , is ſignified, that wee ( as 
well Infantes as: others of age and diſcretion ) 
being firangers from G O D' by originall finne, 
are received into his familie and congrega- 
ridn , with full aflurance, that although this 
roote. of finne lye hide in us, yet to the E- 
lect it ſhall nor be imputed : So the Supper 
declareth that G O D'as a moſt provident 
Father , doth not onely feede our bodies, 
but alſo ſpiritually nouriſheth our ſoules 
with the graces and benefites of Ieſus Chriſt, 
(which the Scripture calleth earing of his fleſh, 
and drinking of his. blood) neither muſt wee 
in the adwminſtration of theſe Sacraments , fol- 
low mans fantaſie , but as Chriſt himſclfe 
hath ordained , ſo muſt they be adminiftred, 
and by ſuch as by ordinary vocation are there- 
unto called. Therefore whoſoever reſerveth 
and worſhippeth' theſe Sacraments , or contra- 
riwiſe contemneth them in time and place , pro« 


cureth to himfelfe damnation. 


_ The third marke ofthis Church , is Eccle- 
finſticall Diſcipline , which ftandeth iri ad- 
monition and corre&Qion of faultes. The fi- 
nall end whereof is Excommunication , by 
the conſent of the Church determined, if the 
oftender be obſtinate : And beſides this Ec 
clefiaſticall Diſcipline, I acknowledge of be- 

ong 


\fohg to his Church , a pohticke Magiftrare, 
that miniftzeth to every man iuttice , defending 
the good and puniſhing the evill. To whom wee 
muſt render honour and obedience in all things 
which are not contrary to the word of God, And 
as Moſes, Ezekias, Iofias, and other good rulers, 
purged the Church of God from ſuperſtition and 
idojatrie ,.ſo the defence of Chriſts Church ap- 
pertaineth rt Chriſtian Magiſtrates., againſt all 
Idolaters and Heretickes, as Papiſts, Anabapriſts, 
with ſuch like limbs of Antichriſt, to root our all 
doctrine of Devils and men, as the Maile, Purga- 
torie » 4imbus pabrum , [97 Fm ro Saints , and for 
the dead, free-will,diftintion of meates,apparell 


and dayes, vowes of ſingle life, preſence at Idoll 
ſervice, mans merits with ſuch hke , which draw 
us from the focietie of Chriſts Church , wherein 
Nandeth onely remiffion of ſinnes purchafed by 
Chriſts blood .co all rhem'thar belceve , they be 
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The Table. 


Iewes or Gentiles, and lead us to vaine conh.. 
dencein creatures, and truft in our owne imagi- 
nations , the puniſhment whereof although Go 
oftenrimes deferrerh in-this life , yer after the 
generall reſurrection , when our ſoules and bo- 
dies ſhall riſe againe ro immorlitie , they ſhall 
be damned to unquenchable fire , and then wee 
which have forfaken all mans wifedom, to cleave 
unto Chriſt, thall heare the ioyfull voyce , Come 
ye blefled of my Father, inherite the King dome. 
prepared for you from the beginning of the 
world : and ſo ſhall goe triumphing with him in 
bodie and ſouleto remaine everlatting in glory, 
where wee-thall fee God face to face g_. ſh2U 
10-more neede-to inſtruft one another, wee 
thall all know him from the higheſt ro the lo- 
weft. To whom with the Sonue and the holy
